Ruling adds more fuel to 
Albany-Berkeley ‘dog-fight’ 


ALBANY — Berkeley’s 
Police Review Commission 
has voted to reaffirm its re- 
commendation against the 
use of dogs and helicopters, 
and at the same time added 
fuel ‘to an already-heated 
controversy between Al- 
bany and Berkeley. 

PRC chairman James 
Chanin and Albany Police 
Chief Jim Simmons. offer 
drastically different ver- 
sions of the incident that 
started it all, which hap- 
epee on the evening of 

arch 26. 

Chanin, at the April 6 
commission meeting called 
the suspect a purse- 
snatcher; Simmons said the 
following morning it was an 
armed robber. 

Chanin said-police tapes 
revealed ‘‘great conflict” as 
to the location of the sus- 
pect, after Albany police 
asked for help. 

He said the search co- 
vered several blocks, and 
“it’s extremely possible the 
suspect had left the scene 
before the dogs arrived.” 
He said the dogs, brought in 
from Richmond, were cal- 
led in 50 minutes after the 
incident began. They were 
never used because Albany 
ee deferred to Ber- 

eley’s policy. 

Simmons said the search 
covered exactly one block — 
the block bounded by San 
Pablo Avenue and Page, 
Camellia and Tenth Streets. 
“T have no doubt, from talk- 
ing to my own officers and 
Berkeley officers, that the 
suspect was in the search 
area. We did find a purse he 
took, along with his jacket.”

Simmons said, because 
“there are a lot of nooks and 
crannies to hide in when you 
have a whole block. Using 
the dogs would have expe- 
dited the situation.”’ 

Simmons said.the alleged 
50-minute delay is unimpor- 
tant because “‘the block was 
secure. There would have 
been nothing unusual about 
waiting two or three hours 
before using the dogs. We 
had a hot pursuit and we 
were sure he was in the 
search area.” 

Chanin said the use of 
dogs to track a suspect in a 
residentia area would have 
been “‘unprecendented’’ — 
and again Simmons took is- 
sue. 


“‘We used dogs to capture 
two shooting suspects in 
Berkeley in Januany,’’ he 
said, “in the 1000 block of 
Peralta. That’s residen- 
tial.”’ In that case, like the 
robbery case, the suspects 
were spotted in Albany and 
chased across city limits, he 
said. 

“T don’t want to quarrel 
with them, because they can 
have whatever policy they 
want,” Simmons said. “But 
it shouldn’t interfere with 
out ability to do our job.” 

Chanin said the PRC 
based its original recom- 
mendation to the city coun- 
cil — which the council ap- 


roved March 22 — on the 
act that there have been 
three helicopter crashes in 
the Bay Area in the last few 
years and several reported 
incidents of police dogs at- 
tacking the wrong people. 

Chanin also said he 
knows of no study showing 
“any great effectiveness” 
of dogs and helicopters in 
thwarting crime. 

Several members of the 
PRC, who agreed with Cha- 
nin, also said they doubted 
dogs and helicopters would 
be effective in catching 
“Stinky,’’ the rapist or 
rapists who has terrorized 
Southwest Berkeley. 

“Helicopters and dogs 
give people a false sense of 
security,’ PRC member 
Cynthia Baiocco said. 
“The real problems are 
street crime, rape and 
muggings.”’ 

One woman, who said she 
has been working with the 
Community Alliance 
Against Rape, the group or. 
ganized to help find 
“Stinky,’’ also disagreed 
that dogs and helicopters 
are effective against 
ee : 

harging that the major 
crime in Berkeley is pros- 
titution, she said, ‘You 
can’t catch a pimp with a 
dog, and you can’t catch a 
prostitute with a helicop- 
ter.””

SACRAMENTO — The 
Bay Area is rapidl nang 
out of places to dump 
bury the more than 17,000 
tons of garbage produced 
each day by the residents of 
the nine counties surround- 
ing San Francisco Bay. 

The State-Solid Waste 
Management Board said 
this week that “‘something 
had better be done about 
solving the problem, be- 
cause in five years the area 
will be generating a stag- 
gering 12 million tons of 
municipal solid wastes an- 
nually.” 

Recycling and conversion 
of the waste to energy or 
other useful products must 
begin soon, the board saysin 
its San Francisco Bay Area 
Solid Waste Management 
Project Report just recently 
issued after a year-long 
study authorized by the 
state legislature. 

It’s difficult to visualize 
the amount of solid wastes 
generated in the Bay Area,” 
Al Marino, Executive Of- 
ficer of the board, said ‘‘but 
one way is to imagine that if 
every day all the garbage 
and sludge and trash were 
hauled to Kezar Stadium 
and dumped — then each 
day the stadium floor would 
be covered by a pile of gar- 
bage 35 feet deep. And that’s 
every day.” 

In the past, according: to 
Marino, the Bay ‘Area’s 
solid wastes were mostly 
hauled away and either 
burned or buried. “It was a 
matter of being out of sight 
and out of mind,” he says. 
“But those aes are gone 
and it looks like several 
ag landfill sites will soon 
be filled to capacity. We’re 
just going to have to find 
environmentally and 
economically acceptable al- 
ternatives, though buryin 
some of the wastes will stil 
be required. 

Recycling is one solution 
the report says. Enough 
ferrous metal, for example, 
could be recycled each year 
to build 125,000 medium size 
cars. Enough aluminum to 
build 100 Boeing 747’s. And 
enough glass to give every 
Bay Area resident 24 six- 
packs of 16-ounce bottles 
each year.

There’s a big difference between 
depression as an illness, and normal 
feelings of sadness or grief that can 
be healthy, according to Dr. Jerome 
Motto. 

Dr. Motto (M.D.) is an instructor 
in the department of psychiatry at 
the School of Medicine, University of 
California at San Francisco. Yester- 
day he addressed a health career 
seminar at Alta Bates Hospital on 
the subject of depression. 

When depression is a sadness 
caused by a psychic injury such as 
the loss of someone dear, it isnormal 
and healthy to feel sad, according to 
Dr. Motto. 

“Sadness,” he said, ‘“‘is part. of 
normal life, everyone feels despon- 
dent occasionally. Grief is specifi- 
cally related to a severe loss, such as 
‘death of a loved one, loss of a home, 
or. something of great value.” 

“Grief may be mild or severe. 
Grief may result in feelings of 
apathy, disinterest, lack of en- 
thusiasm and loss of beanie These 
are feelings associated with depres- 
sion, but grief is normal and healthy,”’ 
he noted. 


Dr. Motto said that_90 percent of 
the people seen by psychiatrists and 
other related professionals, and 
treated, are acutally pereney 

| healthy and expressing normal feel- 
| ings. He emphasized he was speaking 
| strictly as an individual, expressing his 
‘ own opinion, not necessarily that of 
psychiatrists as a whole. 

“Depression as I refer to it, is an 
illness, and there tends to be a 
specific difference between this ill- 
ness and grief or sadness, particu- 
larly for people with insight. People 
with insight are used to feeling sad, 
difference,” he said. 

“The 10 percent who can be 
labeled ‘depressed’ have some form 
of illness. When a person experi- 
ences intense feelings that are unac- 
ceptable for expression, that person 
tends to contain the feelings,’’ he 
added. 


This containment produces the 
patterns of disturbance that we call 
depression. The act of containment 
is repression. Repression is an in- 
hibitory function of the brain 
whereby the brain manages to keep 
out unacceptable feelings, according 
to Dr. Motto. 

The feelings that are usually kept 
in, according to the doctor, are feel- 
ings of rage. He explained that these 


feelings of rage are unacceptable to 
the individual because generally 


' they are directed toward the inno- 


cent. 

He used as examples of this kind of 
kept in rage, the feeling a mother 
might have toward her blind child, or 
the feelings of a young man towards 
himself when faced with the news of 
his own terminal or disabling illness. 
“There are others who have special 
roles, such as aging parents, but 


_ these people cannot be targets of an 


individual’s mete, he said. 

When the feeling is intense, yet not 
acceptable, the containment of these 
feelings causes cepresslon Dr. 
Motto explained, adding that it is 
acceptable in most people’s minds to 
express anger, but not when the 
target is innocent. 

“Depression as an illness has a 
different element from that of sad- 
ness or ce With depression there 
is usually a loss of self esteem, a 
person may even become apologetic, 
this is not true with sadness or 
grief,” the doctor said. 

What makes a person vulnerable 
to depression? Dr. Motto explained 
that the pre-depressive personality, 
surprisingly to the lay person, tends ~ 
to be active, hardworking, conscien- 
tious, responsible, and cheerfully re- 
sponsive to demands, in fact, is often 
a volunteer and tends to have a lot 
going for him. 

“Tf all this behavior is conducive to 
depression, are we vulnerable? How 
do we get to the stage of depression,”’ 
he queried. Explaining, Dr. Motto 
said that when parental influence is 
positive, as a child is growing, anxi- 
ety goes down in a child. 

The doctor said that this pattern 
continues as a child grows. He learns 
that if he behaves in a certain way, 
a le will approach him benignly. 

e feasn what is conducive to the 
benign approach and his meaningful 
ties are reassured by this pattern. 

“So what makes us vulnerable?”’ the 
doctor asked. 

“The key elements are threefold,” 
he said. ‘The first is self, non-self 
differentiation. Self is the ‘me,’ the ‘I 
am,’ the awareness of one’s con- 
sciousness. Everything else is some- 
thing about the me.” 

“Parents need to help a child dif- 
ferentiate between self, and non-self. 
This differentiation has to come 
from the parent. He can reinforce 
the child by remembering to say to 
him in matters of misbehavior, ‘I 
love you, I do not love,what you are 
doing,’ ” he added.

Reproduction of upland 
game birds is primarily de- 
pendent on spring rains, and 
prospects for such rains are 
dim at best. 

Lack of water-on wildlife 
management areas, refuges 
and duck clubs will concen- 
trate waterfowl around av- 
ailable water, increase crop 
depredation and subject 
them to massive outbreaks 
of botulism and cholera. 

In the second consecutive 
year of low flows through 
the Sacramento-San Joa- 
quin Delta, the department 
expects poor survival of 
young striped bass. 

Low water and drying of 
northeastern California 
lakes and reservoirs will re- 
duce food supplies for bald 
eagles and ospreys, and dry- 
ing springs and marches 
will reduce or possibly 
eliminate habitat for some 
salamanders. 

Pollution will occur as 
stream flows decrease, he 
predicted.

UC creating domestic 
super redwood species 


the University of California 
believes it can be made even 
bigger and better through 
improved selection and 
breeding practices. 

After four years of select- 
ing and propagating. out- 
standing specimens of red- 
woods from Ging Wi J. 
Libby, professor of forestry 
and genetics at the Univer- 
sity, has cross pollinated 
two Coast redwoods whose 
offspring ‘‘could well out- 
pres anything that’s ever 

n seen before on the face 
of the earth.” 

The goal of his project is to 
mate superior trees which 
are not related and not in- 
bred and use the best of their 
seedling. offspring as a 
foundation block of a new 
strain of domesticated red- 
woods. 

Simply eliminating in- 
breeding will probably 
mean a substantial increase 
in the growth rate and qual- 
ity of these redwoods, Libby 
says. If, in addition, trees 
are selected for specific 
qualities, the increases in 
both growth and value can 
be tacular. It could also 
lead to the development of 
redwoods that would grow 
well in areas where they do 
not now grow naturally.

‘Quake guidelines established —

California has become the first state’ in the nation, 
perhaps the’ world, to establish guidelines for evaluating 
earthquake predictions, according to a University of 
California professor. 


A panel of scientists will review predictions and ad- 
vise the governor and his staff about the seriousness and 
reliability of the forecasts, he added. 

Bruce A. Bolt, a member of the panel and director of 
the Seismographical Station at the University of Califor- 


» nia here, said the panel and its procedures are an impor- 
| tant step in coming to grips with problems that arise with 


the growing field of earthquake forecasting. - 


“T think it is a first in the country, and probably the 
world, in trying to bridge the gap between what seis- 
mologists are trying to do scientifically, and the social 
consequences,” Bolt said. 


The drive towards earthquake predicting raises 
many problems, he said, one of which is how to tell which 
ones are reliable and how much risk is involved. That will 
be the task of the panel, the nine-member Earthquake 
Prediction Evaluation Council. ° 


Under the procedures, the council chairman, Acting 
State Geologist Tom Gay, would screen incoming predic- 
tions to determine if a formal evaluation is warranted. 

An evaluation would involve a review of the predic- 
tor’s data and method, and a determination of the proba- 
bility the earthquake is likely to occur as predicted. 


Generally, the council will review only those forecasts 
with a Richter magnitude ‘of 5.5 or greater. 

Bolt said the panel had, in fact, already reviewed two 
predictions in recent weeks. One, regarding the consequ- 
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ences of the Palmdale Bulge, was reviewed and the panel 

decided that ‘nothing could be said as to earthquake 

risk,” he added. ; f ae

The other one, he said, was a prediction last May that. 
an earthquake would occur in an area north of Los Angeles 
within 12 months. The panel felt it could support the claim, 
and in the prediction was later withdrawn. ? 


Bolt warns that developing the ability to reliably predict 
earthquakes gives rise to another serious problem, that of 
what todo once a prediction has been judged to be reliable. . 

Another panel has been formed to wrestle with draw- _ 
ing up general guidelines for public policy makers to fol- 
low once a prediction has been made. : 


Among the questions to be answered is what should be 
done if a prediction is made and there is little time for 
people to leave the area. Should an advisory be sent out 
with the chance of causing panic, when there is no guaran- 
tee the earthquake will occur? 

Or, is a policy maker liable for legal action if he or she 
receives a warning, decides not to advise the public and 
people and property are hurt? 


“The public policy questions are tremendous,”’ Bolt 
says. 
While other experts appear enthusiastic that scien- 
tists will be able to predict tremors accurately, Bolt said 
the picture “‘is not too encouraging.”’ 


He said a ‘‘much better base has been laid in terms of 
special instruments in California, Japan and China. And I 
think the situation has improved somewhat because a | 
number of seemingly promising ideas have proved not } 
daae useful.
